THE WORST IS THE BEST 


In the week's perspectivC'Of trade and manufacturing, which.is 


ent out every Sunday .evening from New York, for publication on 
Tonday, there occurs this sentence: "The worst of this condition 
s there seems no probability of relief in the near future." The con- 
.ition referred to is that labor is so far below the demand that nr- 
lers have to be refused because there is no possibility of increased 
irodue.tion. the mills and factories'being operated to full capacity 
vith the force obtainable. There was little change to be noted from 
this to the week previous, the volume of«trausactions continuing as 
large as any in the past, with prices still tending upward, this latter 
feature being regarded as a reflection of the strong position of prac- 
tically all producers and manufacturers. In fact, producers in many 
lines were so far short on .ability to meet immediate requirements 
that it was useless to rjnotc prices on future deliveries. In despera- 
tion a number of textile plants were scouring the South for colored 
la.bor but this promised scant relief. 


The real moment of this report is that it comes out of New 


York, phortly preceding an election and from sources that are not 
friendly to the administration. Yet, there is no hint in it of dullness 
a.'id disaster to follow the re-election of Wilson, or the ending of Ihc 
war. It is the word of business men calmly taking measure of busi- 
ness conditions and petting them'forth as they'actually arc. It is 
the best argument possible for the re-election of "Wilson, this abso- 
lute freedom'of business from alarm from what is at least better than 
even chance of taking place.
